A Stirring and Unaffected Address, 


Fall of Patriotism ami free 


From Bitterness. 


BUFFALO, Augnet 24.—From dawn to 


darkness and from twilight to midnight, 
the great gathering of the Grand Army 
ot the Republic wfixed greater and 
grander. The weather haa been all that 
could be wished for. The Grand Army 
haa turned out iu greater numbers than 
before at a national encampment aud 
this ia true also of the ex-prisonera of 
"war association anil the naval veter- 
ans and the woman's auxiliary bodies. 


Juat as the songs of victory floated up 


from tho triumphant hosts of Sherman 
as they marched to tho apa, ao from the 
old soldiers gathered in Buffalo swellq 
up a mighty mingling of thankfulness, 
of happiness and of joy. From early 
morning until late at night Main street 
was crowded. Scores of them brought 
bands aud few, indeed, had no music. 


Tho features of the day were the ar- 


rival of President McKinley, accompan- 
ied by Secretary Alger and Governor 
Black of Now York, the banquet to the 
President this evening and tho parade 
of the naval veterans anil es-pnaoners 
of war this morning. During the day 
there wore more than thirty corps, 
brigades, regiinautal und uoinpnny re- 
unione. 


The .naval veterans, es-priconera of 


war, ladies of the G. A. R. and the asso- 
ciation of nurses held their co'-iventioQS 
and there ware many receptions given 
by and to tho ladies of tho auxiliary aa- 
socintion. A trip on the lakn, partici- 
pated in by 2000 ladieo, was one of the 
pluaeantest ot the many entertain- 
ments. 


This evening there were a number of 


cainp tires for the men and receptions 
and musicals for the ladies. 


From the moment that tho special 


train that bore tho president and his 
retinue to the city, .arrived until he re- 
turned tonight, there waa OUB glorious 
and spontaneous demonstration. From 
tho depot to the Niagara hotel, a dis- 
tance of two miles, the streets were 
lined with people and at the hotel in 
front of which thero is a great eqaare 
the police and soldiers from the near- 
ly harracks, had dilllcult work to keep 
np the multitude.m position, In re- 
sponse to the continued cheering of the 
crowd, tho President aaid ft few worda 
from the balcony of the hotel. 


At a banquet this evening the Presi- 


dent was sbejraeat of honor of Columbia 
post of Chicago with 500 other dis- 
tinguished guests and, soldiers. Among 
vthoee at trio 'guest * table were Com- 
.mander C. H. McConnell of Columbia 
post, toast master of the occasion; Presi-

Jewett, General Russell A. Alger, Gov- 
ernor Frank S. Black, Wileon S. Biasell, 
H. S. PinKrce of Michigan and former 
Commander-in-Chief

toa&tmaster introduced Governor Frank 
S. Slack, who extended a welcome for 
Columbia post to President McKinley. 


At 6.45 o'clock Senator Mark Hanna, 


who had just arrived in the city, came 
into the banquet hall and was v,-arui!y 
greeted by the President. 


When President McKinley roae to 


epeak for fully five minutes it aeemsd as 
thouKb tho roof would have to fall or the 
Bide walls bulge with tbe roara of ap- 
plause. Then the President aaid, very 
fllowlv and calmly: 


MCKIXLKY'S SPEECH. 


Mr. Toastmaster and comrades and 


my fellow citizens:—"I wish T might 
frame fitting words to make response to 
the more tban gracious welcome which 
yon have accorded me here tonight. I 
come with no eet form of speech. I 
come with no studied phrases to present 
to you, but I come in the spirit of com- 
radeabip (applauee; to talk to you, aawe 
have often talked in the past, around 
the campfirea in war aa well as at camp- 
fires in peace. (Applause.) To me, I 
see by tho program, haa bean assigned 
the toast, 'The Country and Its Defend 
era,' 


"My fellow citinans, blessed is the 


country whoso defenders are patriots. 
Blessed is tbat country whose soldiers 
fight for it and are willing to give the 
beet they have, the best that any man 
has, their own lives, to preserve it, be- 
cause they love it. (Applanfe.) Such 
an army the United States has always 
commanded in every criaia of her his- 
tory. From tho war of the revolution 
to the late civil war, the men followec 
that Ua« iu bat-le, because they loved 
that Hug and believed in what it repre- 
sented. That waa the stuff of which 
the volunteer array of '61 waa made 
(Applause.) 


"Every one of them not only fought 


but they thought, and many of them 
did their own thinking (laughter ant 
applause), and did not always agree 
with thoir commander. (Launhter anc 
applause.) That young soldier, who ii 
the late war, upon the battle line, aheac 
with tho color'guard, bearing the star 
and stripeg, wtia in front of the line, bu 
tha enemy atiil in front of him, when 
tho general called out to the colo 
bearer,' Brine those colors back to th( 
line,' and quicker than any bullet tha 
young aoldier answered back'Bring th 
line op to the colors.' (Prolonged ap- 
plause.)

The men have a severe respect 
for the vigilance committee, bat they 
refuse to obey any authority when it 
comes to working on the trail. Build- 
ings are going up rapidly and stores 
and saloons are opening every duy. The 
first dance house nnd saloon waa opened 
while the Willamette wag in port. £t ia 
run by Billy Chapman, formerly of 
Jnnean. He took up a piano, and the 
"opening" was celebrated with a grand 
free dance. Chapman took in $134 the 
first hour tbat the dance house was 
open for drinks and the venture bad not 
been very well advertised either. 


A HINT TO BEHAVE. 


On the outside of the dance house is a 


ree, upon which several significant no- 
ticea are poeted, and from n limb of 
which dangles B new oue-iuch rope with 
a nooae. This waa put there by the via- 
ilauce committee, and it ia more effect- 
ive than a hundred volumes of statutes 
against crime. 
There are many restaurants at Stag- 


uay, but the fare is poor. While the 
unloading of the Willamette was in 
progress, an exciting incident occurred. 
The passengers and crew of the Willam- 
ette were fed fresh beef every day on 
thoir trip up, and at Skagnay about 
thirty men from ashore were employed 
to help unload.

able. 
"1 believe from what now is matter of 


notoriety everywhere that the tear ot 
this is so deeply grounded in the public 
mind that unyieldiug adherence to that 
one ratio by those who believe them- 
selves the real friends ot silver will per- 
manently destroy the cause they would 
promote, and fasten upon the people of 
this nation a perpetual coM standard, a 
calamity greater in my judgment than 
war or pestilence or tamine, and I can- 
not consent to share any part of the re- 
sponsibility for such catastrophe." 


As a matter of course these views will 


be regarded as rank heresy by the mem- 
bers of Mr. Boies' party who hold with 
Mr. Bryan that the only way to secure 
bimetallism is through the immediate 
and independent free coinage ot silver 
by this government at a ratio of Iti to 1 
regardless ol existing values of that 
metal or the action of any other nation. 
But while it sill be so regarded by that 
claes ol Democrats, it cannot be doubted 
that Mr. Boies has voiced the sentiments 
of a very large number ol earnest and 
honest bimetallists, not only in his own 
party, but in all political parties in this 
country.

torueys iu Nurth Dnkorn. Tho case iu 
pohit'is that of August Konuaud, tho 
3raud Forks county miudoier, who haa 
been foimd guilty and .sentenced to life 
imprisonment. He has not buuu brought 
!:o tho penitentiary and -\vill have, to 
stand another trial for murder fctjfuro 
iio begins to servo out his lifo senieiire, 
and thoro are those who hold that if ho 
is convicted and sentenced to death for 
tho Eccowl murder, he having commit- 
ted two, ho can ho hanged and the lifo 
sentence -will bo of no effect to savo his 
lifo. 


On the other hand, many attorneys 


hold thtit he -will have to bo relieved of 
tho lifo sentence by pardon before a 
sentence of death could bo executed 
upon him. This is a peculiar case and 
is seldom paralleled.

Then tho question 
will arisn as to which Eeuteuce takes 
preccdeuce. Tho matter will have tn ho 
carried to tbo snpretno court for settle- 
ment.— St. Paul Pioneer -Press.

The Slayer of Spain's Prime Minis-

Angiollilo, who shot and killed fienor 
Oanovaa del Castillo, the prime minis- 
ter oi Spain, at the baths of Santa 
Agueda on Sunday, August 8th, was ex- 
ecuted at 11 o'clock this morning, ac- 
cording to the sentence of the court- 
martial imposed upon him Monday last, 
after H trial on the previous Sunday 
which sentence was confirmed by the 
supreme cflimcil of war yesterday.

He declined to en- 
ter tho chapel, saying lie was comfort- 
able enough in hia cell. 


The executioner from Bourges per- 


formed the parroting, jnat prior to which 
the priest exhorted the anarchist to re- 
pent, to which Angiollilo responded: 
"Since you cannot get me out of prison 
leave mo in peace. I, myself, will settle 
•with God."

The heavier claims were 
contracted jointly by him ami his for- 
mer partner, A. D. Moore. The notes 
were signed by the different corpora- 
lions they organized, and then each o 
thtt gentlemen indorsed the notes indi< 
vidually. The petitioner ia o! couree lia- 
ble for the whole amounts in the in- 
ability of Mr. Moore to pay, but the 
fact ia that Mr. Smith ie responsible ior 
only half tha indebtednesa. In his ap 
plication for release from all debts, Mr 
Smith desires to be freed from every 
liability, and hencu the large amount 
stated.

doing hia twelfth 5 eair pulling in grain 
for the hoe downa. Onoof Mr. Carter's 
customers of away back in the ii flies, 
and who pitched grain to his machine 
when neighbors changed work, is 
Thomas llall, now living at Big Sandy, 
in this county, and his aon, Walter 
Hall, ia now working on the machine 
after an interval of forty years. 


Mr. Carter lias been a pioneer in all 


the atages of improved machinery for 
threshing. 
He has followed closely 


upon tbe track of the grain grower as 
the great vallies of the state became 
vast grain fields, lie haa threshed in 
tbe counties of Santa Clara, Santa 
Oruz, San Mateo, Naps, Sonoma, Con- 
tra 
Coata, Alamedaj Konoma, Yolo, 


Sacramento, San Joaquin, Stanislaus, 
Merced, and Freano, and used the Hall, 
Rnssell, Pitts, Vitbrator, Gold Meda! 
and Minnesota Chief threshers.

they built and operated the first steam 
thresher made in California, at Napa in 
the ahop of Norton £ Wilson, in the 
winter of 1S60-1.

The whole town 
seemed to be there to see them off, with 
many wishes fur success and many 
prophecies that tbey would keep on over 
the mountains to Washoe and run a 
at amp mill, as such R thing as a steam 
thresher would never be alb wed in the 
hot, dry valley of tho 
Sacramento. 


When th«y arrived at Woodland tbey 
found the harvest late, BO they set up 
on tbe common in frontof the Hesperian 
college and took up quarters in a board- 
ing house adjoining, the host taking 
block aud chauces iu the venture to the 
amount of a $95 board bill. Senator 
Frank Freeman waa the business man 
of the town and be encouraged tbe boya 
to hang on. For three weeka tbey en- 
joyed the freedom of Woodland and be- 
came a prominent feature of that em- 
bryo city, occaaiouly firing up and 
blowing the whistle lor the edification 
of the inhabitants.

County Assessor Vincent returned 


yesterday morning from Monterey in or- 
der to prepare for making a tight before 
the State Hoard of Equalization at Sac- 
ramento next Monday against tho pro- 
posed increase of the assessment of 
Fieano coanty. Today the Board of Su- 
pervisors will hold im informal meeting 
to take Btepa to resist the threatened ac- 
tion of the state equalizers. 


Chairman Sayre returned from Uum- 


boUH county yesterday inorninp. Su- 
pervisors Manly and Rose will attend 
the meeting, and Supervisor Smith will 
probably arrive from the mountains and 
be on hftnd. Ttia coanty board will as- 
eist Mr. Vincent in gathering data to 
present to the equalizers, and will prob- 
ahly arrange to have citizens co before 
fore the state adjusters and teatify 89 to 
valuations. 


Assessor Vincent waa interviewed by 


a KKPDBLICAX reporter yesterday, and 
he expressed the opinion that the equal- 
isation board could be convinced that 
the property !s valued high enough in 
Fresno county and in conformity with 
other counties. " We are fully and fairly 
assessed," declared Mr. Vincent, "and 
it would be an injustice to raise us. In 
the notices the state board Bent out no 
intimation was given of how much it 
was proposed to increase our valuations, 
bat I have heard it reported tbat the 
raise was to be 10 per cent. 


"I aoi now at work with my deputies 


preparing data to use before the board. 
\Vo are getting information of sales of 
property, valuations in comparison with 
other counties, etc. Our aasasiment 
thia year falls about $1,000.000 less than 
than 1896, hut I think I ehall be able to 
explain this satisfactorily to the equal- 
izers. The decrease waa caused by my 
reducing the valuations of a large tract 
of alkali land on the West Side, near tho 
alougb. Tha alkali has beon coming up 
there quite extensively and I reduced 
the assessment materially. It was noth- 
ing more than just that this should be 
done, fl&d iu fact I did not lower the 
valuation aa much ae I ought to. I in- 
tend to decrease them further next year, 
because the laud is of little value and it 
would ba ttn Imposition upon theownera 
not to do eo. 


"I 
believe that the state board of 


equalization wants to ba fair, and I 
think that when our side is heard they 
will not carry out the resolution to raise 
Fresno coanty. Last year ths board 
was going to increase our assessment, 
but when I went before it and explained 
matters, furnishing it with full informa- 
tion of our valuations, the equalizers 
were satisfied and let tha assessment 
stand. 


"This year I hops that some of our 


citizens will go to Sacramento to assist 
me. Other counties generally eend ten 
or twelve of their property owners to 
assist in the right. An increase of 10 
per cent meana a raise of about $250,000 
in our assessment, and it is urged that 
wo take steps against any such action.
